This is the Hypothefis of moft eminent 


Phyfictans, both Ancient and Modern. 


Spittle being continually fwallowed 
down, and adhering to the Gut, the more 
fluid part of it is diflolved by the continual 
Conflux of Choler, and the Juice of the 
Pancreas, or Sweet-bread, in the fmall 
Guts. — | | a . 

If Choler (which abounds with a bit- 
ter volatile Lixivial Salt) be mixt with the 
Juice of the Pancreas, which is naturally 
fourifh, (ashath been fufficiently evinced 
by the indefatigable Induftry of the moft 
ingenious Anatomift, Regerws de Graaf ) 
they mutt of neceffity ftir up an Efferve- 
fcency in their Concourfe there. As long 
as the aforefaid Humours are well temper- 
ed, the Effervefcency will be mild, and 
friendly to Nature, and therefore cannot 


be perceived in healthy People. 


The Humours rifing from this mild Ef-. 
fervefcency,pierceth into the Lacteal Veins, 
and circulates with the Lympha to the:

The Juice of the Pancreas being compel-

_ Buthere we may note, That it is the Na- 
ture of all Acids, to coagulate and thic- 
ken the Blood and its Serum; wherefore 
we muft be cautious, that we do not let 
Blood, nor give too many Acids in the 
-Small-Pox, and malignant Fevers, becaufe 
—inthefe Diftempers, the Blood is preterna- 
-turally vifcid, and therefore it abounds

The figns of the Epilepfie prefently. aps 
deaching: are a vehement fhaking of the 
whole Body, foming at the Mouth,and a fud-— 
ot deprivation of all the Animal fundtions.

on {fhould fucceed a fever, it is very dange- 
sous, efpecially from a wound, or procee- 
ding from venemous matter.

no malignity in them, but the putrid are all 

ways accompanied with malignity. 

A malignant Fever differs trom others in 
this, that it draws its putrefaction immedi

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itely from its own matter, putrefaction be- 
ing joined with it; from whence the vital 
ftrength is fuddenly, and unexpectedly de- 
ected; or far more grievous Symptoms oc- 
cur,than are wont to be obferv’d in fuch a like 
difeate. | 
Malign Fevers are either more acute, en- 
ding in few days; or longer, continuing 
more days. _ 3 “14 
And they are either contagious, and epi- 
demical raging among many in the fame 
time, having a common caufe, as the Air or 
Food vitiated, Sc. Infeéting others, or elfe 
they are not contagious. 
Among contagious Fevers, we may not

neglect to fpeak fomething ofa Calenture, 


becaufe it is a contagious diftemper, affaul- 
ting not onely thofe which ufe the Sea ; but 
alfo many that live near the Sea-fhore, in 
Sea-port Towns, Gc. are fubject to it. 

The figns of this difeafe are a great pain 
of the Head, fometimes with violent raging 
fits, and delirium, the reft of the Body being 
in good temper; the fick do fancy the Wa- 
ter to be a green Meadow, and will indea- 
vour to get intoit.

WO may be generated in all parts 
~Y of the Body ; thofe which are bred 
in Ulcers, may .more fitly be called Mag- 
gots, in Latin termetes; but I thall onely 
treat of thofe which are bred in the internal 
parts of the Body. | oe 

Every man living inall places, and climes, 
doth more or lefs fuffer by the frequent gene- 
‘ration of thefe little inteftine Enemies; efpe- 
cially the weaker ftate of Man, as Infants,and 
the female Sex ; whofe ferment, or digeftive 
heat being not fufficiently mafter of their 
great moifture; part of it is turned into pu- 
trefaction, which corrupteth the humours. 

Wherefore it 1s no wonder that active Na« 
ture (being never at reft) by the quickning 
animating heat, which caufeth Conco¢tion, 
doth frequently generate Wotms either in 
the Stomach or Guts, according to the va- 
rious occurrences of matter, and feminal 
difpofitions. 

‘There are three or four kinds of thefe in- 
bred difturbers, which we may take ho- 
‘tice of.

- Thecaufes of Dropfies are either external, cae, 
_ or internal. eo 
The external Caufe is the yee ky of 
the porous Skin, impeding. tran{piration, 
whereby the difcharge of {weaty Vapours 
through the Habit of the Body is lefsnedand 
interrupted; hence what moifture is .ufually 
/earried off by fweating, doth rebound. ine 
' wards, and condenfe into an Ichorous water, 
-and.is there ( by degrees’) aggravated and 
increafed, through the hindrance of the ne- 
ceflary tranfpiration; till at length a great 
quantity of water is accumulated, and flagna- 
ting in the affected parts, in time may work 
farther alterations on the fubjected Bowels. 
Matter of fact hath evinced this to me, 
having cured feveral Hydropical patients 
_onely by fweating, and external applications. 
The internal Caufe of the Dropfie, may 
‘be over vifcous Chyle, or Phlegm of the 
Guts, coagulated in the lacteal Veins , and. 
-caufing an obftruction in more or fewer of 
their Branches, fothat the Liquour rifing ei- 
ther from the continual Conflux of Choler, 
the Juice of the Pazcreas, and the Phlegm 
of Spittle; or elfe from Chyle, or from drink 
plentifully drunk, being ftopt and intercep- 
fed in its motion, it doth by degrees more | 
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and more diftend the Veffels, that at length 
they burft ; and the moifture receiv’d into 
them,is poured out between the Membranes 
ofthe Mefentery, and prefently after into the 
Cavity of the Abdomen. 
~ This difeafe is fometimes fuddenly pro- 
duc’d by much drinking in a burning Fever, 
joind with an urgent and permanent 
Thirft.

prefently dumb, end unable to fpeak for 
two or three hours; after which the Tongue 
returns to its former ufe and volubility with

The reafon why this remarkeable Plant

Of the Scurvy, and Fypochondriack Suffoca- 
tion, commonly called the Fits of the Mother. 


fa HE Scurvy being a Hypochondriack 
_ > difeafe, it will not be amifs to treat of 
them together. See. 

The Scurvy is. called in Latin Scorbutus ; 
it is a Complication, or Concatenation of 
Difeafes , generated by the Conjunction of 
divers Caufes contributing to a {corbutick 
Deformity. 

The Scurvy is generated, or planted effen- 
tially in the vital Principles, or digeftive 
Offices, and therefore it is not difcerned by 
fenfe, but the effects are diftributed through- 


- out the Body, and are augmented more or 


Hypo- 
chondri- 
acus. 


Jefs, according to the ftrength and debility 
of parts, to refift or conifent and be de- 
praved. | 


The Hypochondriack fuffocation iscalled - 


in Greek aryovdigianes, van ts xévd'¢4s vel quod 
ad Flypochondria pertinet, vel Jub cartilagine 
fita fit. 
. Itis called by the Latins Hypochondriaca 
melancholia. | 
The Ancients thought that this was an 
uterine difeafe, i guibus mulieres uteri fuffo- 
catione 
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catione laborant ; and therefore it was called. 
vstexds, and in Latin :merbus Fiyftericus, vel- 
Hyfterica pafto; and in Englith ’tis called Fits. 

of the Mother ; it being moft fubject to 
“Women, from the fupprefiion of their month- 

dy Courfes. _ 

But becaufe men are alfo molefted with 
longing, and fuffer often both the Senfe and 
Difeafe of Suffocation, efpecially when they 
become Cachectick, or of ill habit of Body : 
and alfo they are cured with the fame medi- 
cines, that Women are cured with, when 
they are vexed with this diftemper, there- | 
fore I think this fuffocation may be more 
properly called Hypochondriacal. | 

It may be called the Mother of the Sontiey ; 
becaufe the vital Principles ( inthis difeafe ) 
are feduced to declenfion and deviation trom 
their rectitude, the digeftive offices pene 
all depraved. 

- The caufesof thefe difeafes are either ex Canifes. 
ternal, or internal. 

~The external, are fometimes a fedentary 
ftudious, and melancholy life, by which the 
vital Principles do receive much prejudice, 
decay and fall off from their functions, and 
become languid and feeble; alfo the Air be- 
ing infefted with noxious Vapours, iS @ pro- 
curing caufe of thefe diftempers ; for fuch 
Air being drawn into the Body by infpirati- 
on, doth commix with the fpirits, and de- 
Io bilitate 
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bilitate and deprave the faculties, from 
whence Scorbutick and Hypochondriack 


 effeés do enfue ; and as the Body is per=: 


fpirable or impervious, thefe difeafes are more: 
or lefs varied, and remitted in their Symp-: 
toms ; and therefore the conftipation of the: 
pores, prohibiting tranfpiration , is a parti-: 
al organical caufe of preternatural Spots; 
in the Scurvy, which appear chiefly upon) 
the Thighs and Legs; not from the gra-, 
vity of the material caufe, and ponde-: 
rous propenfion of grofs matter downwards ;; 
but becaufe thofe parts are more weak in) 
their affimilation , being remote from fup-: 
ply of vital Spirits, therefore they have the: 
firft tokens of defection. 

The internal Caufe is a vitious quality of! 


all the humours, and alfo of the Animal! 


{pirits, which are confus’d with the bloud;, 
and communicate their faultinefs to it, by’ 
which the bloud is alfo vitiated, fo that the! 
nourifhment of the Body is depravd feveral| 
ways, according to the variety of the quality’ 
peccant; in which the colour of the native? 
Skin, and efpecially of the face languifheth,, 
and is changed pale. 

In thefe difeafes, not onely the appetite: 
of food, but its fermentation is alfo deprav'd ;; 
wherefore Anxieties about the Midriff and! 


-Hypochondries, and a preffing pain of the: 


Heart will foon follow. 
For’ 
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- For when the food is ill fermented, and 
driven forward through the fmall Gut, it is 
confus'd with the Juice of the Pancreas and 
Choler, which are a like vitious, the Pan- 
creatick juice being too fharp and acrid, and 
the Bile over thick and falt; from whence 
the feparation of ufefull and unufefull 
parts, is not onely corrupted, but alfo by 
the vitious Effervefcency of thefe humours, 
are rais'd manifold halituous Vapours, which 
do not onely increafe the fore defcrib’d 
Anxiety, but being carried to the Heart do 
breed a Palpitation of it, whence it circu- 
lates through the Lungs, and caufeth a dif 
ficulty of . breathing, and thence being dri- 
ven every way, it caufetha wearinefs in all 
parts of the Body ; and if an Acrimony of 
the humoursdo concur, then it is manifefted 
internally with pain. fe 
The caufe of the inordinate effervefeency 
of Bloud, in the Hypocliondriack fuffocation, 
is not onely the unequal flowing of Lympha, 
but alfo of the Liquour rifing out of the 
threefold humours, vitioufly effervefcing 
in the fmall Gut, from whence vitious Va- 
pours are fent to the right Ventricle of the 
Heart, and procure a great Confufion, and 
difturbance in it; hence followeth a notable 
Palpitation of the Heart, by which fome- 
times the Effervefcency of Bloud feemeth to 
ceafe intheright Ventricle fora time, with

a. Firft bya harp falt matter, or a fharp 
and ferous Lympha in the Kidneys, which 
doth eafily concrete intoa Stone, efpecially 
when the Ferment of the Reins is much vi- 
tiated ; which may be known by thofe cruel 
‘torturing Fits, that come by intervals. 


S 2. Worms 
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». Worms in the Kidneys, which for the 
moft part arife from Bloud there corrupted, 
may be the caufe of pain. , 

3. An Abcefs or Tumour in the Kidneys, 
following an Inflammation, doth hinder the: 
paflage of Urine, and is always accompani-. 
ed with great pain. | 

4. It may alfo be caufed by glutinous: 
Phliegm, obftructing the flefhy parts of the: 
Kidneys, and hindring the feparation of U-- 
rine; fo that it is not ftrein’d into the Fun-- 
nels of the Reins as ufual, but is deprav’dl 
and vitiated: Whence the natural defcent off 
the Urine, through the Ureters into the: 
urinal Bladder is alfo hindred. 

- The fame alfo may happen fometimes by’ 
a ftone fticking in the Funnel, and ftopping: 
the entrance of the Ureters. 

Although I think that Stones fticking im 
the Ureters themfelves, cannot long hinder 
the paflage of Urine; becaufe it hath beem 
found by experience, (in difle@ting of deadi 
Bodies ) that Stones near the bignefs of a 
Doves-egg ; have been fticking in the Ure- 
ters; by the fides of which Stones, Urine 
defcended freely, which was evident, be-- 
caufe the Ureter was no were diftended), 
unlefs where the Stone did ftick: Neither 
was there any Urine contain’d in the Ure~ 
ter, above the obftruction ; befides when thee 
Party was living, there was no ftoppage 0)! 
Urine. Thole 
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_ Thofe fits which come by intervals, are 
caufed by a debility or.vitioufnefs of the Fer- 
‘ment of the Kidneys, which generates crude, 
falt and fharp matter, which caufeth thofe 
cruel Tortures; and fhould all the Gravel 
and Stone come away, the pain would not ke 
the lefs, untill the Kidneys themfelves be 
reduc’d to their right temper: For many 
in perfect health have voided much Gravel 
at a time without the leaft pain, and there- 
fore it is evident that Gravel is onely the pro- 
duct, and not the producer or primitive caufe 
of this pain. 

The Symptoms of Nephritick pains are Signs, 
fo much like that caufed by the Stone, that 
they cannot be eafily diftinguifhed ; for the 
figns of both are great pain of the Loins, 
loathing or vomiting, there being a great 
confent between the Reins and Stomach:

“A HIS Difeafe may be called in Greeks 


paxines, vel vio@- ris pdxews. | 

It may be called in Latin morbus {pinalis,., 
it being a Difeafe of the Spine of the Back. 

This fpinal Difeafe is commonly called im 
Eneglih Rickets. 

It is peculiar to Children, becaufe they; 
abound with a crude phlegmatick matter s: 
‘or if they labour under a cold moift Diftem— 
per, there is prefently a Penury and Paucity; 
of the Animal Spirits; for the Brain, cere-- 
bellum, and {pinalis medulla, being more com=- 
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pact thanis wont, is unfit for percolation, 
fo that the moft fpirituous part of the Bloud 
cannot pierce, or be ftrein’d through it: 
Hence the feparation of the Animal Spirits | 
is diminifht. : | 7 

For the aforefaid cold, moift, phlegmatick 
Humours, compacting the foft fubftance of 
the Brain, c. it is thereby too much thick- 
ned and ftraitned in its porous paflages. 

- The coldnefs of Air, Water, or Snow, ve- 
hemently affecting the Head, feems to con- 
firm and prove this opinion; becaufe when 
the Glandules of the Brain are affected and 
thickned by a ftuffing of the Head with 
Coldnefs, then a more {paring production of 
the Animal Spirits ufeth to follow. . 

. The effence of this Difeafe confifts not 
onely in the Animal, and vital, but natural 
Conftitution alfo, all the Functions being (in 
time) vitiated : For the pinalis medulla being 
primarily affected, all the Nerves which 
proceed from it (in its paflage through the 
{pina Dorft ) mutt of neceffiry be ttupiffd, 
and vitiated with a loofe Feeblenefs ; hence 
alfo all the nervous, membranous, and fi- 
brous parts, through which thofe Nerves. 
are carried, or inferted into, muft confe- 
quently be vitiated with an inward weak 
Slipperinefs; fo that the very ends of the — 
bones, as well as all the Faculties of the Bo- 
dy, bear a thare in this Diftemper. >

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When the Rickets is confirm’din Infants, - 
it feems to have fome affinity with divers: 
other Difeafes, viz. a Chronical fever, an- 
extenuation or leannefs of the Body, and ¢ af 
Hydrocephalus, and many more, which are’ 
frequently complicated with this affect. 

And indeed not onely this, but moft o- 
ther Difeafes ( in procefs of time ) do unite © 
unto themfelves other affects of a different 
kind, and therefore (for the. moft part ). 
there is a complication of Chronical GHEAES 
before Death. 

The Caufes are either external, or in- 
ternal. 

The external may be any of the Non= 
naturals exceeding, cither in excefs or de- 
fect. 

All things cold and moift do’ powerfully 
contribute to this Difeafe, efpecially an over | 
cold and moift Air, which is moft frequent | 
in the Spring ; the Air being then cloudy, | 
thick , rainy , and full of vaporous Exha- 
lations. 

Hereupon the Children of. thof which 
inhabit near the Banks of the Sea, or great.
